RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
advanced  early  in  the  week  under  broad  demand 
and  moderate  supplies.  However,  lower  mid- 
week prices  on  carlots  of  dressed  meats  were 
reflected  back  to  the  live  trade  and  much  of 
the  advance  was  erased  in  late  week  trading 
and  some  markets  closed  lower.  The  average 
weight  of  slaughter  steers  at  the  seven  markets 
was  1087#,  the  lightest  since  mid-April  1958. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  most  centers 
sold  steady  to  500  higher,  although  late  week 
declines  at  Chicago  and  So.  St.  Paul  left 
prices  steady  to  500  lower.  Barrows  and  gilts 
sold  steady  to  250  higher  with  the  exception 
of  Sioux  City,  Kansas  City  and  Sioux  Falls 
where  prices  were  25-500  lower.  Spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  advanced  500-41.50. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  for 
slaughter  steers  worked  higher  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  week  despite  moderately  increased 
receipts.  However,  wholesale  dressed  meat 
prices  broke  sharply  lower  at  mid-week  and  de- 
mand for  live  cattle  eased  off  thereafter. 
Chicago,  Sioux  City  and  So.  St.  Paul  received 
fairly  liberal  supplies  on  Friday  and  prices 
worked  lower.  Weight  was  an  important  price 
determining  factor  as  supply  included  a  large 
percentage  of  steers  scaling  1100;/  down.  The 
average  weight  of  all  slaughter  steers  con- 
tinued to  run  considerably  below  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.  Slaughter  steers  sold 
steady  to  500  higher  with  weights  over  1150$ 
finding  best  outlet.  Due  to  late  week  de- 
clines, Chicago  and  St.  Paul  closed  steady  to 
250  lower.  Heifers  were  steady  to  500  higher, 
best  demand  for  weights  85C#  and  up.  Here 
again  Chicago  and  St.  Paul  closed  steady  to 
500  lower.  Cows  steady  to  500  higher  and 
bulls  steady  to  500  lower.  Vealers  steady  to 
$1.00  lower,  except  St.  Paul  strong  to  $1.00 
higher.

$28.75-29.75,  bulk  Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  1150-1400$  $27.00-29.00  with  best  outlet 
for  weights  over  1200$.  At  other  markets  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  $27.50-28.50,  bulk  Choice 
$26.00-27.50,  Good  $23.00-26.00,  Standard 
$20.50-23.00.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Continued  Good 
pasture  conditions  over  most  of  the  important 
grazing  lands  have  tended  to  defer  the  start  of 
a  volume  movement  of  cattle  from  pasture  to 


market.  However,  the  consistently  stronger 
trend  which  has  prevailed  during  the  past  two 
and  a  half  months  has  pushed  prices  up  to  levels 
which  have  influenced  some  growers  to  start  mar- 
keting cattle  now  rather  than  wait  for  addition- 
al weight  gains.  Thus,  receipts  of  feeder 
cattle  at  terminal  markets  showed  some  expansion 
but  even  so  numbers  were  not  large  for  early 
August.  Medium  to  average  Choice  grades  pre- 
dominated but  over-all  quality  was  at  a  some- 
what higher  level  than  the  previous  several 
weeks  with  an  increased  percent  of  the  supplies 
well  up  in  Choice .  Yearlings  made  up  a  large 
percent  of  the  marketings  but  there  was  some  in- 
crease in  numbers  of  two-year-old  grass  steers 
and  an  occasional  shipment  of  three-year  olds. 
In  addition,  moderate  numbers  of  partly  fatten- 
ed 800-1050$  two-way  steers  were  offered.  Trad- 
ing generally  was  active  at  steady  to  500  high- 
er prices.  This  marked  the  tenth  successive 
week  in  which  prices  have  trended  upward.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Supplies  at  12 
markets  were  increased  4  percent  over  a  week 
ago,  and  12  percent  over  a  year  ago.  South  St. 
Paul  had  the  largest  one  day  receipts  in  four 
months  on  Tuesday,  but  there  was  a  quick  cut- 
back as  dry  weather  turned  farmers!  attention  to 
much  needed  harvesting  operations.  Prices  on 
barrows  and  gilts  were  for  the  most  part  steady 
to  250  higher,  although  Sioux  City  was  25-500 
lower,  and  Kansas  City  along  with  Sioux  Falls 
25-750  lower.    Advances  were  general  on  sows, 
prices  were  strong  to  500  higher,  with  St.  Louis 
up  750-$l.OO.  At  Sioux  City,  however,  prices 
were  steady  to  250  lower.  Sow  marketings  ranged 
between  9  and  27  percent  of  the  receipts. 

Barrows  and  gilts:  U.  S.  1-2,  190-260$ 
closed  at  $19.25-19.90  with  the  extreme  top  of 
$20.00  at  St.  Paul  setting  a  new  high  in  nearly 
four  years.  Most  No.  1-3,  190-250-/  $19.00- 
19.50,  some  down  to  $18.75  at  Kansas  City  and 
Sioux  Falls.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  combing  wools 
in  the  Boston  market  continued  slow  at  steady 
prices.  Woolen  wools  were  quiet  at  steady 
levels  while  noils  were  slow  with  a  slightly 
easier  trend. 

Range  sales  in  the  territory  States  were 
limited  while  occasional  lots  of  fleece  wools 
were  sold  in  the  native  States.  Twelve  months 
wools  continued  to  move  slowly  in  Texas  at  firm 
prices. 

All  Dominion  markets  were  closed  for  the 
summer  recess.  Wool  sold  in  Perth,  Australia 
with  an  easier  tendency  for  merinos  while  other 
wools  were  unchanged.  The  South  American  mar- 
kets continued  dull.  New  clip  Montevideo  wools 
were  offered  at  about  two  cents  below  this  year's 
clip  while  prices  in  Buenos  Aires  were  un- 
changed. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  wool  shorn 
and  to  be  shorn  in  1962  was  estimated  at 
248,806,000  pounds  grease  basis.  Production  at 
this  level  is  5  percent  below  the  261,370,000 
pounds  for  1961  but'  3  percent  higher  than  the 
1951-60  average.  The  total  number  of  sheep 
shorn  and  to  be  shorn  in  1962  was  estimated  at 
29,392,000  head  and  is  4  percent  below  last 
year  but  2  percent  above  the  10-year  average. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/62s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  sold  around  $1.16- 
1.18  clean  basis  while  graded  56/58s  staple 
and  good  French  moved  around  $1.08-1.10  and 
S0/54s  staple  wool  brought  around  $1.07-1.08 
clean.  Low  quarter-blood  grading  46/48s  fleece 
brought  around  $1.03-1.04  clean  while  medium 
burry  fleeces  sold  at  $1.02  and  medium  grade 
fleece  lambs  wool  was  estimated  around  820 
clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Trade  in  territory  wools 
was  restricted.  A  greasy  bulk  56s  good  crutch- 
ings  sold  at  an  estimated  clean  cost  of  700 
delivered  East. 

Texas  Wools  -  Average  style  12  months  wool 
sold  in  Texas  from  $1.26-1.30  while  better 
style  wools  ranged  from  $1.30-1.35  clean  basis 
delivered  East.  Recent  range  sales  from  Texas 
included  a  couple  cars  of  12  months  wool  rang- 
ing from  51-53^0  grease  basis  and  was  estimated 
around  $1.25  clean,  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  Some  fall  mohair  sold  in  Texas 
at  51^0  for  adult  and  86§0  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse  while  spring  hair  in  small  volume 
moved  at  56^0  and  86§0  to  the  warehouse  for 
adult  and  kid  hair  respectively.  Trade  in  the 
local  market  was  dormant. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign 
wools  continued  slow  and  supplies  were  limited. 
Quotations  on  greasy  Montevideo  super  skirted 
wools  were  -anchanged  as  follows:  60/64s  -  $1.04- 
1.06,  60s  $1.01-1.03,  60/58s  980-1.00,  58/56s  - 
960-980,  56/50s  -  950-970,  and  50s  93^-950. 

Carpet  Wools  -  Spot  carpet  wools  were  slow 
to  move.  A  scoured  black  Spanish  carpet  wool 
brought  480  while  scoured  white  Buenos  Aires 
November  second  clip  wool  sold  around  690. 


Greasy  Buenos  Aires  November  wool  was  offered  at 
650-660,  March  at  610,  lambs  from  610  to  630  and 
fleeces  around  70-710,  all  clean  wool  fibers 
present  for  shipment.  Greasy  New  Zealand  "B" 
style  fleeces  were  priced  at  690,  "B"  style 
second  shear  from  620-650,  "BB"  second  shear  640 
to  680  and  702/3  crutchings  from  540  to  580.

LESS  THAN  CARLO T  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady  to 
$2.00  higher,  cow  beef  weak  to  $1.50  lower.  Veal 
was  steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower,  except  Wash- 
ington, steady  to  $1.00  higher.  Calf  sold  fully 
$1.00  lower  at  New  York.  Spring  lamb  closed 
largely  $1.00  lower  at  Philadelphia,  otherwise 
steady  to  mostly  $1.00  higher.  Pork  loins  were 
steady  to  $5.00  higher  with  most  upturn  at  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.  Other  pork  cuts  steady 
to  $2.00  lower,  except  spareribs  and  fresh 
skinned  hams,  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  New  York 
and  hams  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  Washington. 

Kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters  were  fully 
$1.00  higher  at  New  York  Mth  kosher  spring  lamb 
fores  fully  steady,  but  the  trend  for  veal  and 
calf  was  weak. 

Supplies  of  beef  were  near  normal,  but  Wash- 
ington reported  above  normal  in-shipment.  Early 
receipts  represented  greater  volume  for  current 
week,  these  mainly  Good  to  average- Choice  car- 
casses. Veal  and  calf  showing  mostly  normal. 
Spring  lamb  mostly  moderate  and  pork  volume 
rather  small.  Carcass  beef  outlet  was  normal  and 
cuts  moved  fairly  good  except  arm  chucks  at 
New  York  and  these,  along  with  rounds,  met  rela- 
tively poor  demand  at  Philadelphia.  Veal  moved 
fairly  well  at  all  markets,  except  New  York  where 
both  veal  and  calf  lagged  until  the  closing 
session  when  clearance  was  effected  as  demand 
broadened  at  the  decline.  Spring  lamb  moderately 
active  at  New  York,  but  rather  slow  at  other 
markets.  Pork  met  moderate  demand  for  the  most 
part,  except  loins  draggy  at  close  in  Phila- 
delphia.  Clearance  in  general  was  fairly  good 
at  Eastern  Seaboard  markets. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared  to  the  previous  Friday: 
Steer  beef  weak,  heifer  50$!  lower,  veal  fully 
$1.00  higher,  spring  lamb  $1.00-1.50  higher,  pork 
loins  8-16#  5O0-$1.5O  lower,  Boston  butts  4-8# 
and  spareribs  3#  and  down  steady. 

Current  week' s  fresh  meat  offerings  only 
moderate  but  in  most  instances  proved  fully  ade- 
quate for  trade  requirements.  Beef  in  the  main 
consisted  of  Good  to  average-Choice  quality. 

Demand  was  only  moderate  for  carcass  beef, 
early  advance  a  result  of  sharply  higher  costs 
last  week.  However,  the  upturn  was  erased  in 
the  later  trade.  Ribs  and  loins  generally  had 
adequate  outlets,  arm  and  squarecut  chucks  and 
rounds  very  slow  and  lower.  Moderate  demand  pre- 
vailed for  all  weights  and  grades  of  veal.  De- 
mand generally  fair  for  spring  lamb,  higher  re- 
placements also  influencing  upward  trend  this 
class.  At  the  outset,  legs  and  ribs  outsold 
other  primal  cuts,  however,  from  midweek  on 


movement  of  loins,  stews  and  shoulders  im- 
proved somewhat.  Fresh  pork  trade  generally 
was  moderately  active,  loins  slowing  late. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  The  price  trend  on  car- 
cass steer  and  heifer  beef  was  fairly  uniform 
over  the  entire  area,  steady  to  500  higher, 
most  upturn  on  Choice.

Supplies  were  fully  normal  and  slightly  larger 
than  either  a  week  ago  or  a  year  ago.   Trad- 
ing was  moderately  active  early  but  turned 
slow  at  midweek  under  very  limited  demand. 
Steer  beef  sold  weak  to  $1.00  lower  except  at 
New  York  where  Choice  was  strong  to  $1.25 
higher.  Heifer  beef  sold  largely  5O0-$1.5O 
lower.
